port made yesterday by Hugo Gros- 
ser, city statistician. 
Mr. Grosser at- 


tributes the Increase to the 
greater 


speed of the cars since the abandon- 
ment of the cable system. The police 
regulation of street traffic, instituted 
recently by Chief Shippy, has caused 
a 
perceptible reduction in certain 


classes of accidents, although the ex- 
periment has been given a trial of 
only a few weeks. 


During the first three months of 
this year 336 accidents were caused 
by street cars, compared with 234 ac-

He says he has nearly 1000 expe- 
rienced car men at work and has ap- 
plications from more than 20.00 men In 
the East who are desirous of work- 
Ing for the United Railroad's as motor- 
men or conductors at 25 centa an 
hour. He says he has also applications 
from 190 local wage earners who are 
anxious to^work for 25 cents an hour 
with a promise of an Increase of a cent 
each year until the maximum wage of 
33 cents an hour Is earned. As the 
United Railroads requires but 
1700 


platform men, Calhoun declares that 
he will soon be able to operate his 
full complement of cars.

can get all the men he needs at 25 
rents an hour is disputed by the offi- 
cials of the Carmen's Union.

HE commandment, "Thou shalt not steal," is the basis 
of moral and written law of every land. 
It is the 


axiomatic principle which governs all' social and finan- 


cial intercourse. It gives divine authority to the conviction na- 
ture implanted in every breast that no man has a right to pos- 
sess himself by force or fraud of what rightfully belongs to 
another. 
«,,

Anoihier commandant defines and * illuminates the stern 


inhibition against theft thundered from Sinai. "Thou shaU 
not covert thy neighbor's hoiise, or his \vife, or his maid servant, 
or his ox, or his ass or anything that is his." Stealing is put- 
ting into effect the unlawful desire forbidden by the Decalogue. 


But what is robbery I 


Men who sit in the high seats of the synagogue and give 


fervent amen when the preacher repeats the word of God, 
"Thou shalt not steal," have no hesitation in selling a spurious 
or inferior article to their customers. 
They enlarge their 


profits at the expense of others by deceit and fraud. Often to 


' facilitate the swindle they steal the trademark another has 
made a synonym for quality and quantity. Have such men 
obeyed the commandment "Thou shalt not steal?" 


It is a common thing for men who pay their commercial 


1 debts with scrupulous punctuality to sell stocks they know to 


1 be worthless; employing unscrupulous agents and printing 


• lying advertisements to induce the unsophisticated 
to 
buy 


things without value. Is this robbery? 


Does the man who takes advantage of another's necessi- 


ties, or his ignorance, or the consequences of vicious habits to 
'•wring from liirn his property without adequate compensation, 
'obey the commandment "Thou shalt not steal?" 


Is the grocer who sells beet sugar for cane sugar, imita-

Is the man ?who takes advantage -of some oversight or 


neglected ^legal formality to get possession of that for which 
he has rendered no just equivalent and which rightfully be- 
longs to- another a robber? 


Does'robbery consist in taking by force 'or stealth the prop- 


erty of-others alone? How often do men who consider them- 
selves honest Christian gentlemen deliberately steal the me- 
chanical invention of some poor man and turn it to their own 
profit without even asking permission or offering to pay a 
farthing to the rightful owner? 
If such valuable devices 


are patented and are property having a legal* status, they are 
appropriated as a matter of business, and lawyers are em- 
ployed to harass the inventor and ke.ep him out of the enjoy- 
ment of the fruits of his talent and industry. Yet the men 
who commit these wrongs do not consider themselves, thieves, 
nor are they regarded by society as such. But have they obeyed 
the commandment, "Thou shalt not steal?" 


What shall we say of the dealer who palms off adulterated 


drugs on the sick, placing lives in jeopardy to satisfy their 
own greed? Are they honest1? Do they covet their neighbor's 
goods and get them in violation of the commandment? 


The book publisher who pirates and makes a profit out of 


the works of another is taking what does not belong to him 
and is robbing another. Does he obey the commandment 
4'Thou shalt not steal?" 


A poor playwright submits a play to a theatrical manager 


for his acceptance only to have it returned as unavailable after 
the plot, the most striking situations and the best portions of 
the dialogue have been extracted to be utilized for the man- 


ager's persqnal benefit. Is such a transaction theft? Has 
noV'the playwright been robbed and the manager become pos- 
sessed of stolen goods? 


Every day men are deceived into making contracts by 


which they are stripped of property. They are 
deliberately 


misled by citizens holding high places among their fellows, 
and who would resent being called robbers. But how does such 
conduct square with the divine injunction, "Thou shalt not 
steal?"

The Bible says the laborer is worthy of his hire. Let us 


take this in connection with the commandment, and then judge 
of those who wilfully withhold from the workingman the legit- 
imate fruits of his toil. What of those Christian men and 
women who grind the faces of the poor that they may gather 
greater wealth which they have not earned, and which of right 
belongs to others? The drunkard and the fool may willingly 
yield '^possession of his goods to another, but what of those 
who take the goods without; rendering any equivolent therefor? 
What meaning .does the commandment, "Thou shalt not steal" 
have for those who take advantage of the forms of law to 
plunder the helpless, the ignorant and incompetent? And the 
men who give short weight and deliver merchandise inferior 
to the sample by which the sale was made? 


Society and the commercial world stand in need of a better 


definition of theft and robbery, and the church should more clear- 
ly impress upon its communicants what God really meant when 
He gave to Moses the tablet of stone on which was engraved, 
"Thou shalt not steal." Each Sunday there are offerings from 
stolen hoards in tlie contribution plate of every church. These 
offerings come from thieves who are trying to sanctify disobedi- 
ence to the fundamental precept on which civilization is built.

Winning Men Back to the Soil. 


In two sentences the President in his Michigan Agricultural 


College address exposed the cause of the shortage of faim labor and 
suggested the remedy for it. 


"All o-\ er the countn," he said, "there is a constant complaint 


of paucity of farm labor. Without attempting to go into all the fea- 
tures of this question I would like to point out that you can never 
get the right kind, the best kind, of labor if you offer employment 
only for a few months, for no man worth anything will permanently 
accept a system which Jeaves him in idleness for half the year." 


California has always been afflicted with a shortage of faim 


laborers at the ciitical periods of sowing and harvesting. This is 
particularly the case whcie the cultivation of the soil is devoted to 
the raising of one kind of crop, whether it be fruit or gram. 
A_sso- 


ciated with each are two short seasons 
of 
human 
activity. 
In 


horticulture, these seasons are limited to the pruning of the trees 
and the plowing of the soil between the orchard and vineyard rows 
and, six months later, to the gathering of the crop. In grain grow- 
ing, the seasons for plowing, sowing, harvesting and marketing the 
crop are even shoiter 
Under ibis system of farming the major part 


of the year is a peiiocl of absolute idleness. 
Nature is the only 


worker on the farm. 
And, as nearly all of the farming lands of 


California are devoted exclusively to the production of some form of 
one crop, there are only these two short seasons when the farmer 
has employment for himself and needs extra help 
When he does 


want the latter, however, he needs it badly, for the season of the 
preparation of the soil and that of harvesting are fleeting and delay 
in the utilization of either means disaster. 


Under the present system 
of the cultivation 
of the soil the 


average California farmer gives employment, therefore, to hired help 
only during these two short and critical seasons of the year and 
he is often taxed to the limit to get it, as a natural consequence, 
for ail his neighbors are in the same fix. That farming, under such 
a system, should flouiish is something bordering on the miraculous. 


Such a system does not encourage the permanent occupancy of 


the land. 
Ten months </>f idleness and two months of strenuous 


activity in the year is not an attractive situation to the average 
man. It is a condition, however, which is alienating men from the 
soil. The youth of the nation are, generally speaking, ambitious, and 
the gratification of any ambition means the active em ploy men* of 
their natural and acquired faculties. 
They drift away, thereforef 


fro'm the farm and flock to the cities to 
increase the congestion 


which exists in them and which constitutes one of the gravest prob- 
lems of human life. Judging from the President's presentation-of 
the situation and the urgent plea which he made for a return to> 
the soil as the mainstay of national prosperity, it is to be assumed 
that similar conditions to those existing in farm life in California 
prevail throughout the country at large. 
The only difference" is 


that the periods of idleness in other sections are not as long as 
the}- are in this State. But everywhere the system in vogue prodr'C&f 
the same result, namely, a shortage of farm laborers when they arc 
most needed. 


The remedy is to introduce some general system of farming 


which will make it essential to the farmer to find employment the 
year round for his hired help. It is the only way to fill the arable 
lands of the country with a population which will stay permanently 
tied down to the soil to develop its resources to the fullest degree. 
It is by such methods that most of the European nations have |>fe- 
seryed their integrity. To accomplish this result in the United State* 
is one of the,problems which the President pertinently suggests de- 
volves upon the agricultural colleges of the country to solve, *

So indelibly 
iVere the details of those horrible daya 
and nights Imprinted on the mind of 
the returning missionary that he re- 
lates every incident as if It all occur- 
red only yesterday.

"When the rioting first broke-out I 
sent word to the native official, quar- 
tered on the opposite side of the river 
from us, of the impending danger, and 
they Bent back word that there waa no 
danger, but that a boat would be sent 
to transport us across the river, 
fully trusted

When the natives continued to -burn 
other buildings I became apprehensive 
and with Dr. Peale, Mrs. Peale, 
Dr 


Chestnut, Miss Patterson, a converted 
Chinese, my 
wife and 
daughter, 


started out for the river, where I ex- 
pected to find some means of trans- 
portation across the river. 


"I found only a small skiff, and then 


called for the ferry, but the 
native 
ventured only half way 
across 
the 


river when he became frightened and 
turned back. 


"At this moment I decided to start 


for a town about"1 ten miles distant, 
and was about to take the main road 
When a Chinese appeared and offered 
to guide us by another path. We could 
hear the acreetching natives making 
their way to the river, and heard the 
shrieks of rage when they found us 
gone. The road over which the guide 
was taking us trailed up the side of a 
steep hill, and as we reached the top 
we were seen by the rioters. 
They 
started in pursuit, and were so close 
after us that the guide took into a 
Buddhist temple, which 
consisted of 


three buildings and which led into * 
cave in the mountain side, and whicti 
Was Honeycombed with corridors. 


VULTURE-LIKE PRIEST. 


"When inside of 'the temple we were 


met by the priest, who held out his 
hand, which meant that we must give 
up our money. 


"I suspected that the guide brought 


us to the temple for the purpose of 
oelng robbed and started to walk out of 
the place, when I saw several na- 
tive ,boys, who had outstripped the 
rioters, and as soon as they saw me 
they cried : 'Here are the foreign dev- 
ils!' I pushed all the rest of the party 
sack Into the temple and was about 
to close the massive doors when the 
mob threw Itself upon them. 


It was a fearful task, but it was life 


and death for my loved ones, and I 
succeeded In shutting the doors. 
I 


than ran through the buildings and 
was about to enter the main corridor 
when the guide pointed to another 
?assage running in another direction. 
I asked If the party had gone that 
way, and the native nodded his head. 


"The mob had by that time burst 


down th? doors and were again after 
us, 
I stumbled blindly through the 
passage, which1 was of inky darkness, 
intll my feet struck water. 
Fearing 


that I would fall into an abyss I sat 
down with my feet foremost, crawled 
slowly and carefully, 
I was becoming 


rapidly exhausted and decided to go no 
further. 
I felt around and found that 


the water was several Inches deep and 
that the floor was covered with con- 
siderable mud. 
I took the mud arid 
smeared my face and white vest and 
then, crawling close to the wall, found 
where it curved In sufficiently to allow 
my body to fit in. 


ESCAPED BY HIDING. 


With my eyes shut^I waited for the 


approaching demons, who came along, 
cursing and stumbling about. 
They 


came to a point about five feet from 
where I lay and then turned back. I 
soon found that I was near the end 
of the passage, for another crowd 
would come from the other end and 
approach within about ten feet. Sev- 
eral expeditions of this kind were 
made, but most fortunately they did 
not aee me. 
For six long hours I 
lay In the muddy water and Buffered 
intensely from the cold. 


"The probabilities1 are that I would 


have remained there and died from ex- 
posure had I not looked up and saw 


native crawling along the passage on 
hla hands and feet. 
I saw that he was 


a native soldier,and then made my- 
self known. 
Outside the cave I found 


about a dozen Chinese soldiers, who 
had arrived and driven the rioters out 
of the temple. 
Miss Patterson was 


found hiding in a well, and then the 
soldiers gave us part of their clothing, 
and disguised as natives we walked out 
of the temple and through the mob. 
We were taken to the native quarters 
and hidden in the homes of the offi- 
cials. 
We remained there for several 
days, until a guard boat came and took 
us down the river and finally landed 
us at Canton. 


"A large force of Chinese soldiers 


was gathered and with them I returned 
•to the scene. 
The bodies of my wife 
and daughter were found floating In 
the river, >and -on the advice of the 
officials I did not view their remains. 
It was weeks before we leat-hed the 
end of those who fell into the hands 
of the natives. 
My daughter and Dr. 


Chestnut were thrown into the river 
as soon as they were caught, but they 
were food swimmers and were able to 
kfsep afloat. The Chinese were enraged 
*t tni* and several ran to th* river's 
•dge and speared the two. 


"My wife Bought ;to talk to the mad- 


dened natives, and while talking one 
native came behind and crushed her 
akull with a rock. 
Dr. Peale and his 


wife wet* stripped of their clothing, 
and as they stood beslda each other 
th* former was brutally murdered in 
tbe pretence of hla -wife. 
She was

pawnshop Is a comparatively modern 
InsUtattpB, but this to far from tho 
ease: for She pawnshop not only exist- 
ed in ancient times, hut the laws 
governing Its management were spe- 
cifically outlined In the Bible. 
From the time of the origin, of thto 
unique and international business un- 
til the present day these laws have 
only been changed in warding, Involv- 
ing mere technical terms. 


One of the first and most Important 
of the laws laid down In the ancient 
time* and which was referred to In 
the Bible, still exists. In the Book jf 
Deuteronomy 
is found the charge: 
'Thou shalt-not lend upon usury to 
thy brother, usury of money, usury 
of victuals, usury of anything that is 
lent upon usury. 
Unto a stranger 
thou mayest lend upon'usury; 
but 
unto thy brother thou shalt not lend 
upon usury, that the Lord thy God 
may bless thee." 


NO CHANGE IN METHODS. 


Taking this as an example and re- 
ferring to the civ; 1 code of the State, 
we find that the 
only 
recognized 
change is the change of the name of 
the profession, which is known now 
as pawnbroking instead of usury. Por- 
tions of the Bible also explain to us 
that usury, or pawnbroking. 
Is 
a 


method of lending money upon one's 
personal possessions that can be 


war as a collateral in case of (JsSfault upon 
you the part of the borrower. 
It also 
shows that money, then as now, could 
be secured on anything having value, 
.from magnificent gowns and costly 
furnishings and finishings of ancient 
castles and temples,, arid even the 
castles themselves, down to a sack of 
wheat or a bale of hay. 


QBOW^H, OP USURY., 


The first borrowers,, according to 


Grote .(history of Greece), njust have 
been for the .most part men driven by 
pressure, of want and contracting debt 
as: a desperate resource without any 
fair prospect of ability to pay; debt 
and famine run together in the mind 
of Poet Hesiod. The borrower Is In 
this unhappy state rather a distressed 
man soliciting aid than a solvent man 
capable of making and fulfilling a 
contract. 


The condition! of ancient usury find 
a graphic --illustration In the account 
of the building of the second temple 
at Jerusalem. 
The reasons for bor- 
rowing were famine and tribute. Some 
said: "We have mortgaged our land, 
•vineyard! and houses, that we might 
buy coin, because of the 
dearth." 
Others sajd, 
"We 
have 
borrowed 
money ifor the king's tribute, and lo 
we bring into bondage our sons and 
daughters to be servants—neither is 
it in our power to redeem them, for 
other men Have our lands and vine- 
yards." 


USURY THRIVED IN'GREECE. 
In ancient Greece, more than in any 
other country, besides Jerusalem, we 
find the evil effects of usury,-and a 
law for bankruptcy resting on slav- 
ery. 
In Athens about the time of 


Jolon's legislation, 594 B. C., the bulk 
.>t the population, who had originally 
been small proprietors or metayers, 


. became gradually Indebted to the rich 
to such an extent that they were prac- 


; Llcally slaves. 
The number of per- 
sons from whom they had borrowed 
could usually be counted by the num- 
ber of lose atones and broken pillars 
lying in abundance on their cne-time 
property. 
Usury had given all the 
poweni of the State to a small pluto- 
cracy and the remedy which Solon 
adopted;, was a method which we are 
accustomed to consider modern. 
In the first place it is true that ho 
proclaimed a general shaking off of 
all the burdens of the populace; he 
canceled all the .debts made by the 
people on the security of lands, vino- 
yards, houses and servants, 4and at the 
same time enacted that henceforth no 
loans could be made on the bodily 
security of the debtor, and -the credi- 
tor was confined to a share of tho 
property. 
The consequence of this 
simple but effective reform w£a that 
Athena was never again disturbed by 
the agitation of insolvent debtors. 
In Rome we find exactly the same 


difficulties arising, but-they were never 
successfully met. As In Athens in 
early times, the mass of people were 
yeomen, living on their small estates, 
and in time they fell hopelessly into

Accordingly the legislation of 
the Twelve Tables, about GOO B. C., 
was Intended to strike at the evil by 
producing a maximum rate of inter- 
est. 
Unfortunately, however, no al- 
teration was made In the law of debt 
and the attempt to regulate the rate 
of interest utterly failed. In the course 
of two or three centuries the class of 
small free farmers was utterly de- 
stroyed. By the pressure of -war and 
taxes they were all driven into debt, 
and debt ended practically, 
If not 
technically, In slavery. 
PHILOSOPHERS STUDIED USURY. 


It was only natural, considering the 
evils produced by usury In ancient 
Greece and Rome, that philosophers 
should have tried an a priori explana- 
tion of these abuses. The opinion of 
Aristotle on the barrenness of money 
became proverbial, and was quoted 
with approval throughout the Middle 
Ages. 
This condemnation by moral- 
ists was enforced by fathers of the 
church on the conversion of the em- 
pire to Christianity. They held usury 
up 
to detestation 
and 
practically 
made no distinction between interest 
on equitable moderate terms and what 
we now term usurious exactions. -The 
consequence of the., condemnation of 
usury by the church was to throw all 
the dealing in money in the Middle 
Ages into the hands of the Jews. The 
Jews received all their privileges from 
the hand of the-- king, and every .priv- 
ilege was dearly bought. 
There can 
be no doubt that they were subjected 
to 'the moiit arbitrary exactions. 
It 
was probably on the account of this 
money lending that the Jewe were so 
heartily detested and liable to such 
gross ill treatment by the people. 
The Institution of usury, or pawn- 
broking, could be made to fill column 
upon column, but as the foregoing 
illustrates the, workings 
of 
early 
usury, it is needless to continue fur- 
ther with the ancient practice. 
The 
pawn shops of the present day present 
in themselves any amount of Interest- 
Ing reading. 
The stign of three gilt 
bails predominates in the business 
districts of almost every town of any 
else, especially in that part devoted 
to the cheaper stores and business 
places. 
INTERVIEW WITH PAWNBROKER. 


The writer had an interesting In- 
terview with a prominent Oakland 
pawnbroker the other day and learn- 
ed many things about the wiles and 
ways of borrowers and 
the 
queer 
things loaned, that I had never before 
dreamed of. 


"There Is nothing under the sun," 
he said, "that is movable and has any 
value whatever, that may 
not 
be 


pawned. Some men would pawn their 
clothes, the go!d from their teeth, 
and would even pawn thetr wives if 
they could. If they were able to re- 
move a leg, an arm or ah eye, they'd 
pawn it, often times for 25 cents or 
less. 


*• "Why, I have had men come In here 
and want to pawn false teeth," he 
continued, "not once, 'but dozens of 
times. 
One man 
cams 
with 
his 
brother's teeth and I did give him a 
dime on the set. -Just wanted to help 
the poor devil out, you know. 
He 
hadn't gotten outside of the 
place, 
however, before the brother came to 
claim his own. He got 'em, too. 


.PAWJf HOUSE CAT. 
"The family album, the 
kitchen 
stove, the parlor carpet, the wife's 
clothes, all are offered. They'll come 
In with the house cat or the dog and 
want to leave 'em as security 'for just 
an hour.' They'll bring canary birds, 
pet squirrel* and rabbits and want to 
leave 'em. 
Violins, guitars, playing 
cards, dice, table knives, hymn books, 
Bible*, sheet music, feather beds and 
things of the like are offered mott 
every day, 
' 


"Fwqueatly * man will Come into 
the shop and try to pawn the, shirt 
he I* wearing for the price of a drink. 
He Is willing to strip It off and go 
without if he can't 'realize' on his 
shirt, hell offer his shoes, hie coat, 
MM trousers—anything that will bring 


outfits to buy opium, when they can 
smoke the opium without the outfit 
I guess they go borrow. 


WOMEN PAWN CORSETS. 


"Here, let me show you (something.' 
The loan man led the way to a back 
room. All four walls were lined with 
hooks.1 


"Nothing thero now, you see. But a 
month from now that room will b» 
filled with overcoats. The pawnshop 
patrons have not yet bought theirs 
Many of them buy overcoats on credit 
and pawn them before they are paid 
for. It's an old scheme to raise a lit- 


\ teir you. everything ts 


tie ready cash. 
"Family quarrels are brought to us. 
The husband thinks the wife has been 
extravagant In the management of the 
family pui^e. To-'get even' or to im- 
press her with the necessity of econ- 
omy, 
he takes something belonging 
to her and pawns It. But women are 
pawnshop patrons, too. They come 
here with petticoats, switches, shoes, 
sewing machines, bustles and even 
corsets, and want money on them. 
"Occasionally we get a curiosity. A 


few days ago a ' man, brought in a 
pair of Chinese spectacles. The lenses 
are as big as saucers. No one knows 
how old they are. Then we have a 
Chinese violin, a sort of a cross be- 
tween a regular violin and a mando- 
lin. 
Every" pawnshop has a stock of 


old violins, but in over thirty years' 
experience I have failed to make any 
valuable 'finds' among them. 
Meer- 


schaum pipes, real and imitation, find 
their way to the loan man. 
Here 


Is where the money lender Js often 
victimized. Of all the frauds that are 
worked by 'sharks' the meerschaum, 
pipe fraud Is the hardest to detect. 
What looks like a rare antique meer- 
schaum, huge in size, quaint In de- 
sign and apparently a century old, 
may be only a block 
of wood. 
A 
meerschaum pipe is the only thing I 
am afraid to trust my Judgment up- 
on. I refuse to lend any money on 
them. 
A person who brings any- 
thing else can talk business with me. 


GAME OF GIVE AND TAKE. 
"A pawnbroker has his troubles, 


too. 
The fact that he has money to 


lend attracts 'crooks' of all kinds, 
from the daylight holdup man to the 
clever swindler who offers a genuine 
article for Inspection and switches an 
Imitation irt its place. 
"Every day we receive messages 


over the telephone to bring diamonds 
to "some address for inspection or to 
bring money with which to purchase 
something which the person wishes to 
sell. We are too wise for a plot like 
that. We do not go out looking for 
a chance to be robbed. 
"Sometimes we get fooled on the 


value of an artl.cle, but anything good 
enough to deceive us can be worked 
off on some other pawnbroker. If he 
discovers the deception he passei it 
on. If he does not find it out no one 
loses. 
"It's a constant game of 'give and 
take' In which someone's bound to 
lose."

OVER THE OLD OREGON TRAIL. 


Ezra M*aker Seska to Have the Fa- 


moua Roadway. Improved to 


the Co«t. 


Ezra Meeker, a white haired old pio- 
neer of the Golden West, in his wagon 
drawn by a yoke of oxen, "crawled" in- 
to Columbus about 6 o'clock Sunday 
ovening over the old Oregon trai! and 
Immediately paid his respects to May- 
or Badger, who gave him the freedom 
of the city. 
"Farmer" Meeker, as he 
calls himself, left Tacorna, Wash.,- Jan- 
uary 2<J, 1906, and has traveled 2800 
miles at the rate of fifteen or twenty 
miles a day. 


He follows the old Oregon trail, but 


declares that it is not what it was when 
he traversed it in his younger days. 
The trail branches off into asphalt 
streets, lined with mansions; in turn 
It becomes a country road and then 
again a main thoroughfare, and "Farm- 
er" Meeker saya that he has some diffi- 
culty in following it with his team of 
oxen, but up to date he has not gone 
astray. '- 


"I am making the trip because I think 


the old road should be memorialized. 
I am going to Washington with my 
team and will try to get the proper au- 
thorities to agitate a movement to have 
the trail relaid as a concrete road, 
reaching from the Mississippi to the 
Pacific Coa«t," said the aged traveler. 
"I went to the State of Washington 
from Indianapolis in 1832.

While enjoying a vacation during the summer of 1869 with 


friends in the then bustling ex-Miwion of San Jqse, the writer was 
fortunate enough to gain the good-will and friendship of a.young 
priest who had but recently succeeded to the ; pastorate of 
the 


Catholic Church in that town. In the previous autumn a severe 
earthquake shock had cracked the walls of the aged adobe church 
edifrcc, had temporarily put out of harmony the chime of bells which 
had been brought from Mexico early in the nineteenth century.and 
hung in the adobe church to the amazement and, delight of the In- 
dians and half-castes who were summoned to worship there; and, 
most impressive to me of all, had so disturbed- the quietude of 
Padre; Buenos, at that time pastor in charge, that he immediately 
decided to return to Spain, his native land, which he had left m the 
year'1819, bound for the New World to engage in missionary work 
among the native tribes.' .

While this priest's name was not really Buenos, his fifty years 


Of unselfish devotion to the charge entrusted to him at the. former 
Mission San Jose had caused the Indians as well as the few Spanish 
families to bestow the name of Padre Buenos (Father Good) upon 
him. 
It was therefore with mournful mein and many tears that his 


flock received Padre Buenos' announcement in December, 1868, that 
the following January would see him on his way to Spain. 


PADRE BUENOS IS FEVERISH. 


No sooner had Padre Buenos decided to abandon his pastorate 


*' than a feverish desire to hasten his departure seized upon him. He had 


in iron-bound chests and boxes the accumulated manuscripts contain- 
ing his memories, extending over a period of fifty years. 
In past 


days Padre Buenos, who was of a scholarly and literary tunv be- 
sides methodical as a historian of local events, had dreamed that at 
some future time he would epitomize the contents of his numerous 
manuscripts and, God willing, publish the epitome in book form. 
But tfhen the fever of departure had seized Padre Buenos he seem- 


^ ed to have forgotten, thisrlong-nourished intent of publication. In- 


stead he romped through the contents of his iron-bound chests with 
a vigor and haste that threatened to utterly exhaust his aged frame 
Some, of his most precious screeds he committed to the flames 
others he threw into a corner of the wall which inclosed a grape 
arbor and fig trees at the rear of the church. Into a small dies 
Padre Buenos thrust comparatively few of the literary treasures 
which he had been fifty years accumulating. 


CAST ASIDE HIS LIFE WORK. 


The foregoing account of Padre Buenos' strange actions were 


imparted to the writer by the young Spanish priest who had suc- 
ceeded him in the pastorate. Many warm, moonlight evenings he 


- and I sat for hours conversing in the little church garden, and to- 


gether we delved into the. mass of cast-aside manuscripts which 
Father Pa.lre had left in the wall corner. Nearly all of these manu- 
scripts were written in Spanish, a few in Latin, still fewer in the 
English language. One in Spanish which was translated for me by 
the young priest appealed to my youthful imagination, which was, 
tn fact, why the friendly young priest spent several days in making 
a careful translation for my pleasure, as he said. The manuscript1 


remained in my possession for many years, and often did I reperuse 
it.

tion -in part, but as to the destroyed portion, my memory' is quite 
clear. Father Padre had entitled the theme simply thus: -

fascinating as he was, was a good deal 
of a rolling stone.

First they tried Australia, but Von

ness there. Then he brought his bride 
here to America. They settled In New 
Orleans, and Von Veltheim -took out 
his first citizenship papers. 
He never 


completed 
his 
citizenship, however. 


New Orleans didn't pan out, either, and 
husband and wife 
journeyed to the 


United States of Colombia, where Von 
Veltheim went Into the banana trade. 


There at Santa Maria Von Veltlheim 


became United States Consul. 
This 


venture was also a failure; the Von 
Velthelms went to Europe. And now 
begins the remarkable career of the 
man. But let Mme. Von Veltheim tell 
it herself, Just as she told It 
to a 


writer for the New Ydrk World:

failed," she began, "Mr. Von Veltheim 
and I went to Europe. We made Lon- 
don our headquarters and from there 
my husband started out to find some- 
thing in which he could engage With 
profit.

man, kidnap him and- his advisers and 
turn the whole republic over to the 
British. But Barnato went Insane and 
Jumped overboard from a steamship 
at sea, leaving all his affairs In the 
hands of his nephews—the Joels, Sol 
and Woolf. 


"My husband wa» hand In glove with 


them. 
The whole plot waa carefully 


planned and needed only a strong mind 
and a little courage to carry It to suc- 
cess. 
Then Woolf Joel got nervoua. 


There was a last meeting In Johannes- 
burg. 
The truth of this has never 


been told. 


"It has been given out since that my 


husbajtd demanded fl«,600 as 
black- 


mail and on being refused, killed Mr. 
Joel. He killed Mr. Joel; all right, but 
the real story never came out, be- 
cause my husband was acquitted on 
the ground of self-defense. ' 


"The real truth wan that Mr. Joel 


lost his nerve. He wanted to back out 
of the scheme to kidnap Kruger and 
his counsellors. 


" 'You see,' he began, when my hus- 


band asked htm what he waa going to 


do, 'if we should fail, Africa would be 
no place for my firm.' 


" 'Well,' said my husband, Tve lost 


time and money In this thing already, 
and I'm not going to back out.' 


"Then there 
were hot words und 


blows. Before anybody could realize It, 
Mr. Strange, 
Mr. Joel's 
secretary, 


drew a.pistol and began firing at my 
husbahd. Mr. Joel dreifr his revolver, 
too, and it was two against one. My 
husband, still unhurt, got his pistol 
•out^before either man could^flre a sec- 
ond time.' He is a dead shot. He fired 
at Mr. Joel and killed him instantly. 
Mr. Strange crawlea under the table. 
My husband was arrested, but, as I 
have said, he waa acquitted. 


"That ended the scheme to kidnap 


Kruger. My husband stayed 
on In 


Johannesburg. There was war in the 
air. Of course, he had plenty of en- 
emies and one of them sent him an in- 
fernal machine which failed to explode, 
and his life was saved. 


TOOK PART IN BOEfl WAR, 


"Finally hostilities began 
between 


the Boers and the 
British, and my 


husband joined the Boer 
arms'. 
He 


had command of a company as cap- 
tain, and took part in many engage- 
ments until, after all, he won Kruger's 
confidence. 


"People must remember that Kruger 


had not the support of all the Boers. 
There was a party of young Boers who 
believed in progress, and had no use 
for Kruger and hi3 ultra-conservative 
methods. But when war broke out all 
the factions united to fight a common 
foe. 
My husband hated England so 


that he was only too glad to fight with 
Krugar's Boers against the British, 


ENTRUSTED WITH CAPITAL. 
"Wei], everybody knows that, flght 


as they might, the little handful of 
Boers couldn't hold out 
against the 


overwhelming numbers of the British. 
Lord ' Roberts 
took 
Pretoria, 
and 


Kruger and hla friends had to flee. But 
before he went he intrusted the little 
capital of the republic—about $5,000,- 
000—to my husband and, three other 
men. One was Jan Potgieter, and an- 
other was Peter Smuts, and the third 
I do,not know. 


"This was Just 
before the British 


occupation. These four men took the 
money—it was all in freshly minted 
gold—put it into chests and loaded the 
chests on carts. These they took up 
into the mountains in the dead of a 
dark night and burled it carefully, far 
from places where men might go. 


"They were careful, too, not to bury 


it all 
in one 
spot. 
Pour 
different 


caches were made and the bearings ac- 
curately taken. My husband later felt 
far from satisfied 
with one 
of the 


places, and went out alone one night 
to change it. It was a difficult task 
alone, he told me afterward, because 
the gold was so heavy. But he eventu- 
ally succeeded in transferring it all by 
himself. 


"Now, 
we have all heard how John 


Kemp last year found one cache. I 
have no doubt that it was one of the 
four 
which my 
husband helped to 


make. 
But the other tnree are still 


safe and untouched, so far as I know. 


DEPORTED FROM TRANSVAAL. 
"He made a chart of all the land 


about where the gold was hidden. Of 
this he took a copy, sealed them both 
and awaited 
developments. 
In 1901 


Lord Roberts deported Mr. von Velt- 
heim 
Ho was too pro-Boer to suit 


the British and they wanted him out 
of the Transvaal forever. 


'"Where do you want to go?' asked 


Lord Kobcrts of my husband. 


" 'Well, if I can choose, let me be 


pent to London,' replied Mr. von Velt- 
heim

"Lord Roberts 
consented and 
my 


husband was put aboard a ship bound 
for England. 
Lord Roberts 
frankly 


told him that he didn't like his spirit 
of unrest and that it would be best to 
havo him out of the country. 
And 


Lord Roberts' was pretty nearly right. 


"The reason Mr, von Veltheim want- 


ed to go to London was because I was 
there. 
I had 
taken 
up 
miniature 


painting and was quite successful. 
I 


had painted the King and the Con- 
naughts and others of the royal set. 
Of course, this brought me consider- 
able money. 


"When my husband arrived in Lon- 


don he found no one to turn to but 
myself. 
Everybody else's 
hand was 


against him; his reputation as a pro- 
Boer was too well known. He couldn't 
get anything to do, and he made up 
his mind thnt England, or all Europe 
for that matter, was no place for him. 
I had to pay 
all his expenses; 
he 


couldn't make a penny. 


" 'I'm going back to the Cape again,' 


he said to me one day. 
'This is no 


place for me.' 


"I had some $4000 to spare, which I 


gave to him, and I saw him off for 
South Africa in September, 1902. He 
had to go secretly, of course, and In- 
stead of taking the usual route by way 


of the vest coast, he decided to go by 
the eaU coast, starting from Trieste, 
at the head of the Adriatic Sea. From 
there he was to go clown to Egypt and 
thence to South Africa. 


"But before he went he told me the 


story of the buried gold. And he gave 
me an exact copy of the chart which 
he had made, showing the situation of 
the four caches, one of which has since 
been found. 
He told me, too, not to 


expect to hear anything from him af- 
ter he left Alexandria, because he ex- 
pected to sink his identity. 


" 'But in nine months or a year,' he 


went on, 'you ought to expcc1 to get 
word from me. If you don't, wait four 
years and then use the chart yourself. 
Or if you get word of my death before 
that try to recover the gold for your- 
self and the boy. 


**Four years passed and not a word, 


either that he was /illve or dead. 
I 


went to Italy and stopped oft at Tri- 
este. Them I found that'Mr. von Velt- 
heim had been there ns late as Janu- 
ary, 1903, and that he had been made 
a Boer hero, so much so that his bust 
was In the museum. That is the last 
trace I have had of him, though I have 
had all soi-ts of rumors. 


"All 
these I 
have run 
down, but 


without finding out anything. And that 
is whnt has brought me to New York. 
Last November I met a South African 
lady who introduced me to a Captain 
Blakeslee. 
He told rne that he had 


met a man who had recently met my 
husband 
Captain Blnkeslee gave me 


a letter of introduction to him, telling 
me that he was staying here at tho 
Fifth A\enue Hotel 
I found the man 


all right and ho 
denied the 
wholo 


story. 


IN NEW YORK ON SEARCH. 


"Now I'm going to stay here' till I 


get some definite clue which will lead 
to some proof that my husband is altvo 
or dead. If he is alive, the secret be- 
longs to us two. If he is dead, it Is 
mine 
alone, for 
Potgieter died 
in 


Switzerland, Smuts was deported and 
died aboard ship and tho third man, 
whoso namo I have not, went to India 
and died there. 


"This secret I am going to keep, too. 


Some day I may go to South Africa 
and realize upon It, but at any rate no 
one shall ever know It. If I can't re- 
cover the gold I want it for my boy. 
Then, of course, there is tho chance 
that my husband has already recover- 
ed tho gold. If he has, and can get 
awny, I know he will let me know, be- 
cause he dearly 
loves tho boy 
and 


would want him to benefit by it." 


And this is the real story of Kru- 


ger's gold. Who knows but that some 
day it may not pass Into the hands of 
a woman, a British subject—one of the 
race which old Kruger hated to his 
dying day?

Donaldson had been left a widow, 
without a penny, and although the did 
housework, and sewing and mending 
there was not enough employment to 
keep her body and soul together. Then, 
when the Widow Mlndenhnll died, and 
ceased to draw her pension, Rita, her 
seventeen-year-old daughter was left 
alone and without means of support. 
No one needed a servant. 
She was 


welcome anywhere as a guest, but of 
course no one could afford to keep her 
forever. 
So the widow and the girl 


became a burden upon the community 
—and especially upon the Home Mla- 
s'.or society. 


During the meeting at Mrs. Cran- 


dalt's, Ellen Gage suggested a grand 
Idea. She had been talking with Mr. 
Prloe. and he had told her that the 
mills needed half a dosen more work- 
ers. Men were scarce and boys 
at 


school, so he was afraid he was go- 
ing to hare- to send out of town for 
help. So Ellen Gage, who always waf 
advanced In her ideas, suggested to 
tne*Hom* Mission society, that an ap- 
peal *a made to Mr. Price that'he put 
Miss sHadenhan and Mrs. Donaldson to 
work. They could do the work al- 
most aa well aa nwn. and better than! 
boys, aad It woold five them a chance 
to earn their ow» iTeUhooi and rotate 
their ssf-rospset.

in mills. He stated that the hiring of 
these two women meant the beginning 
of a new era, for the history of the 
Industrial vorld showed that where 
high priced and skilled male labor cam? 
Into contact with low priced female 
labor the men had to go. 
EMPLOYES THREATEN 
STRIKE. 


Ha told them that, if Rita MlndenhaU

either would be out of employment or ' 
forced to seek It in some other city. 
Ho advised the framing of a grievance 
and a threat to strike. 


So that same afternoon Mr. Price re- 


ceived a delegation of his workers vyho, 
after Spruance had talked, went away 
triumphantly, having coerced Mr. Price 
into reconsidering his promise to give 
employment to the two penniless wo- 
uien. 
. . 


The 
news 
spread 
like 
wildfire 


throughout the town that the men re- 
fused to work with ttte two women anc! 
had threatened to strike unless the wo- 
men kept out of the mills. Immediate- 
ly Ellen Gage heard of the move made 
by the men she went to see Mr. Price, 
1o ask If it was true. He explains! 
his situation; that he wae helpless be- 
fore the threats of the men, and that 
the prosperity of the town depended on 
keeping the mills open. He had been 
fcrced to concede 'their demand. Miss 
Gage confessed that this wax true, 
and went to the Mission society. 


On her way to Mrs. Men-tarn's house, 


where the niettlng had be«n called,. 
Mlaa Oa*a hag tat moat brilliant We* 
.«t aar B|a. 8ke uftirad a liftta lata 


nnd found the 
women, the 
wives, 


daughters, and sweethearts of the men 
who had threatened to strike, wild with 
indignation and clamoring for venge- 
ance. Each one was threatening to telt 
her husband what she thought of him. 


WOMEN FORM CONSPIRACY. 


Miss Gage asked permission to speak. 


She spoke long ,and she spoke well. 
When she concluded every woman in 
the house agreed with her and each 
one pledged herself to follow out the 
plan outlined. 


That evening there was inaugurated 


in Haworth the famous "bread and 
cheese strike." 


The beginning was mild. Every wife, 


as was her duty, served supper to her 
husband—but not in all Haworth was 
one pot of coffee cooked. Miss Gaga 
warned them all not to provoke their 
husbands and fathers too much at the 
start. There was a lot of grumbling, 
but it did no good. Every one of the 
eighty-five workers in the mills went 
tti 'bed without coffee. 
Thf- following 


morning there was no coffee. 


lt«vas noon before- the men suspected 


that they were confronting, a plot. At 
noon the woman refused to serve either 


coffee or potatoes—and the secret was 
out—their wives, daughters, and sweet- 
hearts had agreed to starve the men 
into submission—slow, gradual starva- 
tion. 


During the afternoon Miss 
Gage 


appeared at the mills and announced 
that, unless the men surrendered and 
permitted Miss MJndenhall and Mr.*. 
Donaldson to go to v. ork, there wouU! 
be no meat served that night. Some 
of the men grew angry, some avowed 
they would see about it, and some 
swore they would cook their own meals 
before they would surrender. 


That night tho strike was extended to 


beefsteak, ham, bacon, and all other 
forms of meat. ^The 
women 
served 


bread, butter, tea, milk, onions, cheese, 
find eggs—but no coffee, potatoes, or 
meat was permitted. 


For four days the strike held on that 


basis. 
Some of the men 
quarreled 


violently with their wives, and some 
went to the butcher shop, bought, car- 
ned home, and cooke-d their own sup- 
plies. 
But, at the called meeting of 


the Mission society there were ten 
favorable reports. Ten wives report- 
ed that their husbands \\ere wavering 
and had assured them that, if it were 
not for the others, they would be glad 
to let the women go to wjrk. 


'These reports 
were greeted with 


cheers, and the society voted unani- 
mously to cut off eggs the following 
day. 


This step was met with greater vio- 


lence and more threats on the part of 
the recalcitrant husband?, who, l-»- 
skles going hungry at home, were forc- 
e-1 to endure the Jeers of the men who 
kept store or the fanners who ' had 
heard of the strike of the women. 


At the nejct meeting of the society 


two vote* were taken. 
One decided 


that alt oupbands who surrendered and 
pledged themselves to vote for the 


be fed and the other 


vote was to cut off brea»l 
entirely. 


When bread was stricken, off the list 
seven more men weakened, and the 
following day five follower! them into 
the fold. Miss Gage, who was leading 
the strike, then ordered the women to 
prepare dainty dishes to be served to 
the men who pledged them .support. 
These dainties were to be sent to the 
men in their lunch baskets. 


BREAD AND CHEESE. 


For a week the strike went on, the 


women gaining only four new recruits. 
Reports of serious clashes in certaih 
homes were curre,nt, but the women 
held their ground, and the next step 
v. as to cut off tea. 


The following morning enough pled- 


ges were brought In to insure the wo- 
men a majority of the worker* in tho 
mills. Instead of making claims, the 
virmen got together and planned an- 
other surprise. The men were hungry, 
a'l.d some of them were. ugly. 
All 


morning v. hlle the men wor'ted the wo- 
men cooked and at noon they appear- 
ed at the mills carrying big baskets, 
and, ^ecuring 
permission from 
Mr. 


Price, they laid two table-s :ri the ware- 
roc in. On one was heaped fried chick- 
en, cakes, biscuit, with pois of steam- 
ing; coffee, on the other a pile of crack-' 
er.s and water. 


At noon the men, were summoned 


into the room. A glance at the two 
tsbles revealed the situation. 


"You can't beat tho women, boys," 


said Clem Grove. "We might as well 
give in." 


After that it simply wae a rush 


towards the laden table, and ten 
minutes later, when Miss Mlnd«nhall 
and Mrs. Donaldson 
entered, ready 


for work, every man in the place stood 
up and waved- a chicken bone and. 
cheered them.

•A far cry that—harking back to 


the time when Arthur Mesmer 


Med-to sing— 
"A wandering minstrel I, 


A thing of shreds and patches," 


at the old Tivoli in San Francisco, 
trtit many things have happened 
to this sweet-voiced tenor since 
then; indeed, more than he can be 


induced to talk about, for he is 
most diffident and retiring, ex- 
tremely sensitive in disposition. 


Tilings happened 
to 
Arthur 


Mesmer long before' he became 
the 
popular 
idol of the music- 


loring public of San Francisco, 
as well as after, but his reply, 


when asked to recount some of 
these interesting experiences, was 
characteristic of the man.

quietly, and with a slight hesita- 


tion of manner. 


This answer called for the ex-

Thus the court mantle falling from 
tie shoulders was designed for the 
Empress herself, and the ordinary 
court train was changed to a species 
of aktrt opening In front, falling low 
on the sides and ending in a long train 
which was attached to the waist. This 
was a very cumbersome garment and 
ladles found it necessary to procure 
the services of a dancing master in or- 
der to learn how to maneuver in the 
extraordinary frock* which the Em- 
press had brought into fashion. 
All 


the first dressmakers In Paris were 
employed in making dresses for Eu- 
genie and probably no other crowned 
head has had so splendid and ao gor- 
geous a wardrobe as the. beautiful 
Spaniard, 
who made and changed 


fashions to suit her own fancy. 


During the time of the Third Em- 


pire the big modistes had almost as 
bad a time of It as they have today 
to get novelties, and the fashions of 
the reign of L.ouls VIII, as well as all 
th* other Louis In French 
history, 


were retorted to for trimmings and 
fashions, just as they are now. 


The Empress favored a yellowish 


hrqwn tint, which wa* reproduced In 
every kind of material and became 
immensely fashionable because of its 
imperial patronage. Light colors w«ra 
generally preferred but the shades 
were not a* dclfcate as those which 
we call pastel colors, excepting th<? 
rich brocades arid satins for evening 


The Empreas Eugenie first brought 


into fashion the deml-veils, or veils 
which only partly concealed the face, 
and the shawl which outlined 
the 


beautiful contour of her perfect ehoul- 
ders aad wh|ch la still one of tfa« most 
graceful articles of feminine apparel. 


About 1S54 tb* crinoline made Jla 


hoops. It was a most'ungraceful in- 
vention, but, despite Its opponents, 
ruled with absolute sway until the end 
of the sixties, when it 
reappeared 


again In the small hoop of the bustle, 
which lasted well into the eighties. 


The gravest political question of the 


day was not more exciting to a 
Frenchman than that of crinoline to a 
Frenchwoman. 
Manufacturers and 


dressmakers favored It, and the Em- 
press, who know well how to ingra- 
tiate herself 
with the 
people over 


whom she had come to reign, cast her 
vote for the crinoline, which at once 
became the only proper dress founda- 
tion and' was usually worn with an 
enormous collar, -which constituted the 
principal other part of the costume; all 
the rest was merely accessory. 


In the early sixties gold began to 


be used on costumes in every possible 
way, and even bonnets were spotted 
with gold'or trimmed with gold buck- 
les, just as they are In our times. 
Tarletans, so fragile and so becoming 
for evening wear, were Immensely BMc- 
cessful for balls and parties and were 
often trimmed with fresh flowers In 
garlands. The proper glove for even- 
ing reached only to the wrist, where 
it was finished with a lace ruffle and 
held In place by a broad bracelet of 
gold adorned with precious stones. 


The manufacture of artificial flowers 


received a great Impetus through Eu- 
genie, who opened an exhibition of 
these small works of art in 1865. 


The Empress'* yellow hair being 


much admired, there came to be a 
veritable rage for dyed hair, as unfor- 
tunate brunettes or semi-blondes de- 
eirecV to imitate her. 
Some Impossi- 


ble shades were seen and wera per- 
mitted to go unquestioned, because 
both hair-dyeing and the painting ol 
the face were common practices at 
the time. In fact, paint was as much 
in evidence as in the eighteenth cen- 
tury. 


The fall of the crinoline was begun 


by the Empress, who adopted the style 
of the peplum, a .sort of corselet, to 
which was attached a basque, square 
Jn front and at the back and very 
long at the sides. 


.Eugenie, having accepted the crino- 


line and floated it gracefully to auc- 
cess, now graciously bade It farewell 
and was probably the first to realise 
how 
much more elegant the figure

In all the photographs taken of her, 


even the very late ones, which sltow 
her an aged and sorrowful woman of

The lat- 
est picture of her as she appears this 
spring in Paris shows her to be sfill 
erect and of slender figure, the perfect 
features still cameo-llko in regularity.

world can have such memoriea aa ar* 
hers when, holding the little pink slip- 
per thai shi wore at the Tullerles 
balls, and which she atlU carries wltn 
her, she looks out of the windows of 
her Republican hotel into the garden* 
and upon the ruined walla of the pal- 
ace where she reigned supreme.

completely and he drafted the famous 
manifesto reflecting the lightest In- 
fringement upon the absolute power 
of the Emperor, the promulgation of 
which on May 18, 1881, was the signal 
for the fall of Melikoff and sealed the 
ascendancy of Pobedonestzeff.

continued unbroken under Alexander 
HI and his successor, the present Bm- 
peror, until the death of minister *of 
interior in 1901.

Against Unfumigated Stock 


of Fruit. 


NEWPORT, R. I, June 1 —Believ- 


ing that the rummage sale Is a means 
of spreading disease, the Board of 
Health is contemplating prohibiting 
such enterprises. At a meeting of the 
board the matter .was discussed at 
length and It was decided to go as far 
at present as to require that all sales 
be fumigated before they are opened, 
and the church or other organization 
that IB not willing to submit to it can- 
not go on with its sales. 


There has been a good deal of scar- 


let fever among the school children of 
Newport for some time, and the Board 
of Health has been considering pre- 
ventives and causes for months, but 
without much practical! success. The 
board now believes that clothing and 
other things cast off in homes In -which 
there has been scarlet fever are given 
for rummage sales and that In conse- 
quence the disease germs are dis- 
tributed in many places. 


Meanwhile there is something in the 


nature of a protest coming from some 
of the churches and other Institutions 
that thrive on rummage sales, and 
those who get bargains at such mar- 
kets and do not take any stock in the 
theory -of the Board of Health are like- 
wise vexed. The great majority of the 
people of Newport, however, believe in 
the board and stand wllthig to support 
it In the controversy.
